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Schools to 
cater for 
254 more 
children 

MORE than 250 extra 
school places will be created 
in Sandwell as part of a £15 
million scheme. 

Sandwell Council has 
agreed to allocate cash to 
improve facilities at primary 
schools. 

There will be new class¬ 
rooms to boost the number 
of pupils which can be taken 
on. Priority has been given 
to creating 254 extra places 
over the next three years 
- the equivalent of around 
nine extra classes of 30 pu¬ 
pils. 

Yesterday, Wednesday, 
bosses said schools receiv¬ 
ing the cash would be Ham- 
stead Infant, Holy Trinity 
Primary, Sacred Heart Pri¬ 
mary, St James CE Primary 
and Yew Tree Primary. 

Money has also been put 
aside for the creation of two 
extra classes in Smethwick 
and one in Wednesbury 
North ward. However it has 
not yet been allocated to any 
particular school. This will 
be decided later. 

Officials said St Hubert’s 
School was set to move out 
of its present building in 
Oldbury next year and relo¬ 
cate to a new site. 

Once the school has 
moved out there are plans in 
the pipeline to create a new 
school at the empty site - 
with some of the cash being 
used to extend the present 
building. Bosses say this 
will boost the number of 
available places even more.

LIBRARIES and other 
council-owned buildings in 
Sandwell will be taking part 
in a nationwide ‘Lights Out’ 
event to mark the centenary 
of the outbreak of the First 
World War on Monday. 

And Oldbury Civic Square

Her home town was cheekily 
nicknamed GOLDbury for the day 
thanks to a campaign after the 
25-year-old triathlete took the first 
gold of the Commonwealth Games 
last Thursday. 

Members of her former team, Oldbury 
Swimming and Triathlon Club, have also led 
the celebrations as they were glued to their 
television screens to watch the triathlon 
final. As well as the reception, special ‘Gold- 
bury’ signs marking Jodie’s momentous suc¬ 
cess are also planned for the town, Sandwell 
Council leader, Councillor Darren Cooper, 
has revealed. 

He said: “We are so proud of Jodie and 
want to do our bit to make sure her fantastic 
achievement is recognised.

Jodie joined Oldbury Swimming and 
Triathlon Club at a young age, training at 
Langley Swimming Centre.

She also 
carried the Olympic Torch for London 2012. 

Oldbury Swimming and Triathlon Club, 
which holds meetings in Sandwell Valley, 
is hosting the Jodie Stimpson Aquathon on 
Sunday. She will be guest of honour at the 
event which starts at 9am at Swan Pool, off 
Forge Lane, West Bromwich. 

Organiser Mark Deakin said: “She is an in¬ 
spiration to the club having started with us 
at an early age and we are delighted for her 
successs,” he said. 

Travel firm Network West Midlands re-ti- 
tled a bus with GOLDbury to celebrate. 

National Express spokesman Jack Kelly 
said: “Everyone at National Express West 
Midlands was delighted when we saw Jodie 


take the first medal of the Commonwealth 
Games, it really does the area proud.” 

On her return, family and friends threw 
a party when the 25-year-old arrived home 
just a day after claiming her second gold at 
Glasgow 2014. 

Relatives decorated the family home with 
bunting and a giant medal to welcome back 
the double champion and they later moved 
on to Birmingham for a celebratory meal at 
Brazilian restaurant Rodizio Rico. 

And she will spend the next week at 
home relaxing with mum Jude, dad Ian 
and older sister Carrie before returning 


to training. Jodie, who won the individual 
women’s triathlon and helped England win 
the mixed relay triathlon, said: “It has been 
absolutely brilliant. 

“The family members that couldn’t come 
up to Glasgow were all there to welcome me 
back and that was brilliant. 

“They have all been there for me 
throughout my career and it was great to 
be able to see them all and show off my 
medals. All the neighbours came out as well 
so there were loads of people. The atmos¬ 
phere was amazing. You could say it’s been 
a pretty successful couple of days!”

MORE THAN 1,100 people 
responded to a public con¬ 
sultation on multi-million 
congestion-busting revamp 
plans at one of the Black 
Country’s busiest junctions. 

Transport bosses at 
Sandwell Council called on 
the public’s help to choose 
one of four options they 
have come up with for the 
Birchley Island in Oldbury. 

The ideas include widen¬ 
ing the M5 link, creating 
a two-way ‘hamburger is¬ 
land’, an island that has a 
road go through it, and cre¬ 
ating a traffic junction simi¬ 
lar to that at Burnt Tree. 

Their aim is to reduce 
queues of traffic at the junc¬ 
tion and improve safety for 
users, which include pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists. 

Sandwell Council revealed 
how many people had re¬ 
sponded to the consultation. 

Nick Bubalo, area director 
regeneration and economy 
at Sandwell Council said: 
“ It is a little too early to 
answer detailed questions 
about the results of the con¬ 
sultation because we have 
to look at the overall results 
before coming to conclu¬ 
sions. 

“In all 700 people filled 
in the online version of the 
questionnaire and we be¬ 
lieve that the posted forms 
we received will take up to 
overall replies up to about 
800.” Once a decision has 
been made, a business case 
will be made for funding.

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Hundreds in protest over Palestine 


THEY came in their hundreds to ‘make 
their voices heard’. As violence contin¬ 
ues to escalate in the Middle East, pro¬ 
testers gathered for a demonstration 
outside Sandwell Council House, in 
Freeth Street, last Friday.

Organisers said they had 
decided to stage the demonstration out¬ 
side the council house as it was an open 
space and would minimise disruption 
to other areas. 

Chairman of the Inclusive Muslim 
Action Network Mr Ragih Muflihi 
said: “People in the Muslim community 
want their voices to be heard about the 
situation in the Middle East. 

“They are seeing the images and the 


deaths that are taking place there and 
want their feelings to be known.” 

Among those attending the protest 
was 24-year-old Birmingham Univer¬ 
sity student Maysara Arabeed, who 
comes from Gaza. He arrived in the 
UK to study around eight months ago. 

“I am hugely supportive of demon¬ 
strations of this kind. Not only do they 
give people a voice but I hope they will 
also make politicians take notice,” he 
said. 


Floods project set to 
protect beauty spot

homes and businesses from flooding has 
been unveiled. 

Environment Agency bosses have revealed propos¬ 
als to reduce risks from flooding to some properties 
in Sandwell. The £20 million plans aim to protect 
Sandwell Valley and working farm attraction, Forge 


Meat plant 
homes plan 
is deferred 

PLANNING bosses are to 
revisit the site of a former 
abattoir in Wednesbury be¬ 
fore deciding on proposals 
to build 75 homes. 

Sandwell Council ordered 
a further site visit before 
making a decision on the 
housing development pro¬ 
posed for the old Barretts 
and Baird factory which is 
in Harvills Hawthorn. 

The plans were recom¬ 
mended for refusal by the 
local authority when they 
were submitted by devel¬ 
oper Gulliston Khan but the 
decision has now been put 
on hold. Sandwell Council 
planning officers looking at 
the case have raised con¬ 
cerns that any residents 
who moved into the new 
homes would suffer from 
noise coming from the sur¬ 
rounding industrial site . 

Under the proposals put 
forward to the local author¬ 
ity there would be 75 homes 
and 2,152.8sq ft of shops 
built on the site where the 
abattoir was demolished in 
2004. Concerns have also 
been raised about the im¬ 
pact the new scheme would 
have on existing businesses. 

Planning chiefs will now 
revisit the site before they 
are expected to give their 
final decision over whether 
the scheme should get the 
go ahead on September 3. 


Mill Farm, from damage. 

Thousands of visitors a 
year visit the beauty spot 
and the farm near the 
RSPB lake which is beside 
the River Tame. Bosses at 
the agency have previously 
identified the need to have 
improved flood defences on 
the river around Great Barr 
and Perry Barr. 

They claim around 1,408 
properties, including 774 
homes and 634 businesses, 
are at a potential risk of 
flooding. Officials want 
to expand defences in the 
Sandwell Valley including 
earth embankments where 
water can easily run off in 
heavy downpours. They pro¬ 
pose to design and construct 
these areas near the Forge 
Mill Farm. 

Existing embankments 
would be improved and 
river outlets will be created, 
under proposals.Officials 
say the designs are at an 
early stage and discussions 
are ongoing with landown¬ 
ers and other groups.En¬ 
vironment Agency 
project manager, Rachel 
Kelly, said: “Our previous 
des-ign involving high walls 
is no longer possible as the 
ground conditions were far 
worse than anticipated. 

“As a result, the costs 
would increase, making the 
scheme unaffordable. The 
new proposed design now 
includes localised low-level 
wall construction and wall 
replacement through Wit- 
ton, combined with an in¬ 
crease in storage capacity at 
the existing Forge Mill flood 
storage area in Sandwell 
Valley.”

WEDNESBURY Town Hall will be the fo¬ 
cus of attention on Monday when it takes 
part in a borough-wide effort to commem¬ 
orate the centenary of the outbreak of the 
First World War. Libraries and other coun¬ 
cil-owned buildings in Sandwell will be tak¬ 
ing part in a nationwide event. 

‘Lights Out’ recalls the remark attrib¬ 
uted to British Foreign Secretary in 1914, 
Sir Edward Grey: “The lamps are going out 
all over Europe.” All Sandwell libraries will 
turn on a single lamp from 10pm to 11pm. 
Other council buildings displaying a light 
will include Sandwell Council House, Old¬ 
bury, West Bromwich Town Hall, Wednes¬ 


bury Town Hall and Smethwick Council 
House. A 12-hour vigil in Oldbury Civic 
Square will include a marquee with infor¬ 
mation on the First World War and an area 
for people to bring candles. A parade will 
start at 2pm at Low Town car park and go 
along Birmingham Street and Halesowen 
Street to the Civic Square where there will 
be a service, two-minute silence and poetry 
reading by local children. 

Sandwell Council’s deputy leader Coun¬ 
cillor Mahboob Hussain said: “It is very im¬ 
portant we remember the sacrifices made 
by a generation 100 years ago, including the 
many people from the borough.” 


Vandals 
hit golf 
course's 
greens 

VANDALS have partly de¬ 
stroyed the greens on a 
golf course belonging to a 
Sandwell park. 

Seven out of nine greens 
at Warley Woods in Smeth¬ 
wick were hit over two 
nights at the weekend. 

Those responsible took 
flag poles out of the holes 
and used them to stab part 
of the greens, while they 
call pulled the cups out of 
the holes and ripped turf up. 

The turf that had been 
taken up was found, while 
some of the flags were dis¬ 
covered in bushes nearby. 

Warley Woods Trust 
manager Viv Cole said: “It’s 
absolutely horrendous, the 
staff work so hard. It’s not 
a well-paid profession and 
it’s not a big budget golf 
course.” 

Five of the greens were 
struck on Friday night, 
with a regional competition 
due to take place there on 
Saturday, and two others 
were damaged the following 
night. 

Fortunately some of the 
course’s groundsmen were 
able to partially repairs the 
course and move the holes, 
and the competition could 
take place. The course is 
still playable, with the areas 
damaged being marked ‘out 
of play’. 

The problem has now 
been reported to the police.

Unipart Automotive Limited 
closed branches in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Brierley Hill and West Bro¬ 
mwich with another closed in 
Kidderminster after going into 
administration. Twenty two jobs 
went from the four branches. 
Headquartered in Solihull, 
Unipart Automotive in West Bromwich the Unipart operated a network

of 180 branches and distribution 
hubs trading under the Unipart 
Automotive, Partco Autoparts, 
and Express Factors brands. It 
employed 1,813 people. In total 
1,244 people have lost their jobs. 
A further 361 have transferred 
to other companies with imme¬ 
diate effect and 208 members of 
staff have been retained. 

Administrators had immedi¬ 
ately sold part of the business in 
a joint deal to Andrew Page, one 


of the UK’s largest distributors 
of car parts, workshop equip¬ 
ment, tools and diagnostics, and 
The Parts Alliance. 

The deal will see Andrew 
Page acquire 21 branches and 
The Parts Alliance a total of 12. 
Branches in Walsall and Staf¬ 
ford are among these with both 
being taken over by Andrew 
Page. Speaking about the job 
losses, Roger Maddison, Unite 
national officer for the auto¬ 


motive sector said: “This shock 
news is extremely concerning 
and will devastate the work¬ 
force. . 

“It is very disappointing that 
the company has sought admin¬ 
istration and not an alternative 
buyer. Administration plunges 
these 1,224 workers and their 
families into immediate finan¬ 
cial insecurity, denying them re¬ 
dundancy payments and putting 
their pensions at risk.” 


Heartbreak after dogs 


beloved pet Lilly

HE LAY injured and helpless on 
the ground as two dogs mauled 
his beloved Yorkshire terrier to 
death in front of him. 

Robert Stanford said he broke down 
and wept after the animals killed his 
seven-and-a-half-month-old pet Lilly. 

The attack has left 73-year-old Mr Stan¬ 
ford too frightened to take his dogs out for 
a walk by himself. He was on his usual walk 
with Lilly and Ruby, another Yorkshire ter¬ 
rier from the same litter, when they were 
attacked by two dogs called Narla and 
Simba - described as a Staffordshire bull 
terrier-type and pit bull terrier. 

Mr Stanford, who has two artificial knees 
and was bitten on the hands and arms 
during the incident, said: “Lilly was liter¬ 
ally ripped apart before my eyes and there 
was nothing I could do about it. I was bro¬ 
ken-hearted.” 

The attack happened on a walkway linked 
to Field Road in Tipton on December 3. 

Describing the moments before the at¬ 
tack, Mr Stanford, who lives in nearby 
Eastfield Road, said: “I had to go through a 
gully and was halfway along it when, all of 
a sudden, this lady appeared with two dogs. 

“Her arms were outstretched and they 
seemed to be pulling her along. As soon as 
the dogs saw me they reared up and started 
trying to get at my pets. 

Threat 

“I saw them as a threat to both me and 
my dogs so I picked up Lilly and Ruby - 
they only weighed two pounds each - and 
clutched them to my chest. As I did so I 
stepped off the walkway and on to the grass 
verge so they could pass.” 

Mr Stanford continued: “The two ani¬ 
mals jumped at me to get at my dogs. I lost 
my balance, had to let go of Lilly and Ruby 
so that I could break the fall with my hands. 

“They attacked Lilly first. The Stafford¬ 
shire bull terrier had got her body and the 
pit bull had got her head. They were liter¬ 
ally just tearing her to pieces. She didn’t 
suffer because it happened so quickly. They 
moved over my head and started attack¬ 
ing Ruby. I was doing what I could to keep 
them away. 

“Then a passer-by grabbed hold of the 
lead of the dogs and pulled them away. The 
woman who had been holding them to start 


with never said a word throughout the inci¬ 
dent and left me lying flat on the floor. 

“I had difficulty getting up because of 
my knees. My dogs were covered in blood. I 
thought they were both dead. I held them to 
my chest and broke down crying. My hands 
and arms had been bitten while I tried to 
shield Ruby.” 

Mr Stanford, who lives with wife Eileen, 
and had been walking dogs in the area 
for 17 years without incident, continued: 
“A woman with two children stopped and 
asked me what had happened. 

“Then the Staffordshire bull terrier re¬ 
appeared and made a beeline for me, bar¬ 


ing its teeth. The young woman thought it 
was going to attack her children. I turned 
away and felt the dog jumping up my back 
but the man who had removed the animals 
earlier came running down the gully and 
pulled it off again. 

“When I reached home Ruby opened her 
eyes and I rushed her to the vets. 

“It took her four months to recover and 
we have now got another Yorkshire terrier 
called Minnie as a companion for her.” 

Despite his horrific ordeal, Mr Stanford 
has not called for the two animals to be put 
down. He said: “I have no views on whether 
the dogs who did this should be destroyed 


because I am a dog lover. But I will never 
forget the experience. ” Mariana Stewart, 
aged 20, from Field Road, Tipton pleaded 
guilty to two offences of being in charge of 
a dog that caused injury when dangerously 
out of control in a public place and admit¬ 
ted a further charge of possessing a fighting 
dog, Simba the pit bull. 

No evidence was presented to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court and the case was 
adjourned for pre-sentence reports until 
Friday, when it will be opened in full. 

Judge Robin Onions indicated that the 
two dogs involved would be made the sub¬ 
ject of contingent destruction orders.

Police chase charity worker banned 


A CHARITY worker who drove on 
the wrong side of the road and hit 
speeds of 60mph in a police chase 
around residential streets has been 
banned from driving. 

Deepak Riat ‘could have easily 
killed a child’ as he raced his pow¬ 
erful BMW through the streets of 
Smethwick and Winson Green, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 26-year-old was pulled over 


by police at 5.20pm on April 6 after 
officers noticed his 5 Series speeding 
through Cranford Street. 

“They noticed the vehicle because 
of the speed at which it was being 
driven at,” said Mr Mark Rees, 
prosecuting. “They signalled him 
to pull over and the defendant came 
to a stop, but, when the officers got 
out of their car to speak to him, he 
just sped off.” He added that Riat, 


of Okehampton Drive, West Bro¬ 
mwich, also overtook a number 
of cars. “Because of the speed he 
was driving, and the nature of the 
streets he was travelling through, 
police decided to abandon the pur¬ 
suit,” said Mr Rees. 

However, police spotted the car 
again a few moments later. 

Riat was sentenced to 200 hours 
community service and a 12-month 


community order, as well as being 
banned from driving for 18 months 
and told he would need to take an 
extended test before he would be 
allowed to drive again. He was also 
ordered to pay £375 court costs and 
a £60 victim surcharge. He had 
pleaded guilty to dangerous driving 
at an earlier hearing. Judge Alan 
Parker told Riat: “Your driving 
could have easily killed a child.”

And if you spot fly-tipping 
or damage of public property, the cops don’t want to know 
about it at all. Apparently such incidents are a matter for 
your local council. There is no better way to cut crime than 
to decriminalise criminal behaviour. And you wonder why 
the figures for recorded crime keep falling? 

JEREMY Paxman’s replacement on Newsnight is the 
openly gay Evan Davis. There is much speculation about 
how the tattooed and (allegedly) intimately pierced Mr Da¬ 
vis will tackle the big interviews.

had bad weather which has 
caused quite bad deteriora¬ 
tion of the roads in the bor¬ 
ough. 

“We need to do the work 
now before more damage is 
done to the road in future. 

“Although the work will 
cause short term disrup¬ 
tion, which some people 
will not like, it is necessary 
to protect our roads for the 
future.” 

The council has warned 
that the work will cause 
minor disruptions on some 
roads for a day or two. Work 
will take place between 8am 
and 6pm 

The areas where the 
most work will take place 
are West Bromwich and 
Wednesbury. 

Most roads will need to 
be closed and parked cars 
moved while the work is 
done. 

Residents will be notified 
by a leaflet through their 
door and there will signs in 
the street about when peo¬ 


ple may need to move their 
vehicles. 

“This work carried out 
now will stop major disrup¬ 
tion in the future and is a far 
cheaper option than leaving 
the roads to get worse and 
needing a full resurface,” 
added Councillor Crompton. 

The majority of the work 
will take place into August, 
but more dates are yet to be 
announced. 

The weather will need to 
be dry for the work to take 
place so dates may change 
depending on rain. 

After the resurfacing 
drivers are urged to keep to 
speeds below 20 mph and to 
avoid turning, accelerating 
or braking sharply 

In streets where stone 
chippings are used, a road 
sweeper will be sent out 
around two to three days 
later to pick up loose chip¬ 
pings 

The council is using two 
techniques to resurface the 
damaged roads, surface 
dressing and micro surfac¬ 
ing. 


Project to boost the arts 

A £175,000 project to create ‘street corner art centres’ in 
libraries in Sandwell has been unveiled. Sandwell Council 
will submit a bid for cash from the Arts Council to fund 
the scheme. The money will be used to hold 100 arts work¬ 
shops, performances and educational sessions at sites 
across the borough. 

The council says the aim of the project was to make art 
‘a part of everyday life by making it available on the door¬ 
step’. If funding is approved, the project will run from this 
October until September 2016. Funding will also enable the 
purchase of stage lighting and equipment.

A TALENTED group of students from a 
school in Tipton have celebrated a record 
results haul - that has seen their first stu¬ 
dent set for Oxford University.

FORMER Speaker of the 
House of Commons and 
West Bromwich West MP 
Baroness Betty Boothroyd 
has attacked the Prime 
Minister for downgrading 
the status of the new leader 
of the House of Lords.

She 
alleged that she had been 
in financial difficulties and 
needed money to make ends 
meet but Judge Robin On¬ 
ions declared: “That is not 
borne out by the facts. 

Mr David Bratt, defend¬ 
ing, conceded: “Some of the 
payments were for things 
that were not essential but 
others were.” He said that 
her marriage had broken 
down and she was now liv¬ 
ing like a ‘nomad’ on ben¬ 
efits, moving between the 
homes of friends with her 
16-year-old daughter. 

Hartshorn, of previous 
good character, admitted 
fraud between February 2, 
2012 and July 26 last year 
and was given a 20-week jail 
sentence suspended for two 
years with 200 hours unpaid 
work and £2,500 compensa¬ 
tion.

And now we’re starting 
to see that in action with council 
tax benefit. 

The benefit was scrapped last 
year because ministers said the 
welfare bill had doubled under 
Labour. Local authorities were 
left to their own devices in how 
to deal with people who had pre¬ 
viously been getting their council 
tax bills paid for them. 

They were given the option of 
either cutting the benefit, scrap¬ 
ping discounts for people with 
second homes and empty prop¬ 
erties or plugging the gap by us¬ 
ing their own limited funds. 

But they could not cut benefits 
for pensioners or change the 25 
per cent discount for single adult 
households. 

Wolverhampton City Council’s 
plan has been amended this 
week as it continues to grapple 
with £123 million of cuts and the 
prospect of 2,000 job losses. 

Around 18,500 households 
with working-age adults are now 
set to see their council tax bills 
soar by 83 per cent. 

That sounds enormous, but 
it’s worth bearing in mind they 
weren’t paying that much in the 
first place. 

Since the changes came into 
effect last year a family on bene¬ 
fits in a Band A house was pay¬ 
ing about £120 a year. 

That’s going to go up to £220. 

It might not seem like much 
for the year, but if you’re in a 
household that needs benefits 
to get by, £220 is massive. 

Either way, this can only be a 
temporary solution. Even in cold, 
purely statistical terms, taxpay¬ 
ers will end up paying somehow, 
either for the benefits or through 
reduced council services. 

The best way to cut the ben¬ 
efits bill is to cut the number of 
people who have to rely on ben¬ 
efits. 

That means lots of private 
sector jobs, paid at a wage peo¬ 
ple can live off without needing 
support while also paying tax 
and filled by a workforce skilled 
in the trades employers want. 

The UKIP problem for the To¬ 
ries is not going away. And de¬ 
spite what UKIP would like to 
think about its appeal to working 
class voters, it is the Conserva¬ 
tives it is hitting the hardest, to 
Labour’s benefit. 

Take the latest polling by Tory 
peer Lord Ashcroft, who helped 
bankroll much of the campaign¬ 
ing in marginal seats in 2010. 

His survey shows Labour are 
on course to regain Wolver¬ 
hampton South West next year. 

Yet UKIP is the biggest bene¬ 
ficiary in terms of the swing from 
other parties, taking 11 per cent 
more votes than in 2010 from the 
sample reported. 

Labour has increased its sup¬ 
port by seven per cent. But if 
that result moves from the poll to 
the ballot box, that’s all it’s going 
to need. A win’s a win.

The old soldier 


who never forgot 


D-Day veteran was a man 
who did his duty. MARK 
ANDREWS looks back on 
the life of Len Whitehouse 


A D-Day veteran who helped 
lay the first aircraft landing 
strip in Normandy has died on 
his 94th birthday. 

Len Whitehouse, who lived in Bil- 
ston, died at Russells Hall Hospital 
following a short illness. 

He was a 23-year-old driver serving 
with the Royal Army Service Corps when 
he landed on Gold Beach in Normandy at 
8am on June 6, 1944. 

Daughter Sue Cadman, aged 63, said 
her father drove a truck off his landing 
craft directly onto the beach as the inva¬ 
sion began. 

“He always said he never even got his 
wheels wet,” she said. 

Mrs Cadman, who lives in South View 
Road, Sedgley, said her father had never 
talked about the war until he was taken 
on a surprise trip back to Normandy for 
this 80th birthday in 2000. 

“We arranged a holiday where there 
was an option to go back to the beaches 
if he wanted to,” she said. 

“We were not sure whether he would, 
but he agreed and when he got there he 
opened up for the first time about it. 

“It was very emotional, and after that 
he was very different, he opened up a lot 
more about it. 

“He joined the Royal British Legion, 
and started going into schools telling the 
children about his experiences.” 

He returned to Normandy again for 
the 60th anniversary commemorations 
in 2004, and again in 2009 for the 65th 
anniversary. 

In a recent interview, Mr Whitehouse 
recalled the sight of the bodies around 
him as he landed on the beach, and how 
he gave thanks for having made it to the 
shore alive. “Looking out to the sea and

seeing the armada of ships is something 
that will stay with me forever,” he said. 

“I don’t think you will see such a 
sight again. 

“There were quite a few dead lads 
lying about and those memories will 
stay with me forever.” 

Fellow D-Day veteran Arthur Jones, 
aged 88, of Pendeford, Wolverhampton, 
met Mr Whitehouse around 10 years 
ago after they started giving talks at the 
former Alexandra High School, Tipton. 

“He was a very nice man, we all en¬ 
joyed his company. He always seemed 


to be a very gentle man, a quiet man, he 
was always friendly and nice to know. 

“He has done his duty and he had a 
good innings.” 

JMr Whitehouse was born in Regent 
Street , Woodsetton, the youngest of 
five children. Prior to the war he had 
worked as a centre lathe turner at 
Beans Engineering in Tipton. 

He met future wife Cath while walk¬ 
ing along Owen Street, Tipton, with 
his friends, and romance blossomed 
at the the Jolly youth club which met 
at Bloomfield Methodist Church. They 


married in 1941, the year before he was 
called up for military service. 

Shortly before D-Day, he wrote to his 
wife, telling her that she may not hear 
from him for a while as he was unsure of 
what was about to happen. 

On June 5 his company headed for 
Normandy, and Mr Whitehouse recalled 
his first sight was a sergeant who had 
been killed on the beach. 

Mr Whitehouse came under fire as 
he drove across the beach and a shell 
pierced the fuel tank of his vehicle - two 
of his comrades were killed, but remark¬ 
ably, there was no explosion. 

After the war he returned to his trade 
as a centre lathe turner, joining Joseph 
Sankey, Bilston. He went on to work 
for Firth Cleveland engineering, Tip- 
ton, and Jack Nicholls on the Dormston 
Trading Estate , Upper Gornal, before 
retiring in 1992. 

“He never took time off work, even 
when he almost lost the top of a finger in 
a machine accident,” said his daughter. 

Mr and Mrs Whitehouse also served 
as stewards at Hurst Hill Labour Club, 
Coseley in the 60sf, living on the prem¬ 
ises, although he continued to work full 
time. 

The couple were married for 68 years 
before Cath’s death four years ago. 

As well as daughter Sue and son Les, 
now 71, he also leaves three grandchil¬ 
dren, two great-grandchildren and one 
great-great grandson Harry. 

Hilary Brown, extended school man¬ 
ager at Ace Academy, which replaced 
Alexander High, first met Mr White- 
house in 2003 when she launched a vet¬ 
eran’s club to foster relations between 
ex-servicemen and the youngsters. 

She recalled how the children were 
enthralled by his stories about the war. 

He was president of Tipton Royal 
British Legion, and became a famil¬ 
iar figure selling poppies at the town’s 
Asda store. He met then deputy prime 
minister John Prescott during a visit to 
Tipton’s Coneygre Community Centre 
in 2004.

QUAD bikers and horse riders are being 
warned to stay off a popular beauty spot 
amid fears they could cause a serious acci¬ 
dent with park users. 

The Friends of Queslett Nature Reserve, in Great 
Barr, say the issue has come to a head following 
complaints. Group members say they fear problems 


could escalate. 

They also say that it is 
only a matter of time before 
someone is hurt. 

Chairman Keith Linnecor 
said: “The Queslett Nature 
Reserve is what it says on 
the tin - a nature reserve. 
It is not a park, it is a wild 
area meant to be enjoyed by 
users on foot or push bike 
and to encourage wildlife. 
Motorbikes, quad bikes and 
horses are not suitable given 
the nature of the paths 
which are often obscured 
by bends and dips in the 
ground. 

“The Friends of Queslett 
Nature Reserve would ask 
anyone thinking of using 
motorised vehicles or horses 
to find other places to do 
so.” 

He said notices warning 
motorbike riders of the dan¬ 
ger they pose will be going 
up around the reserve.

The ranger service had 
also been made aware of the 
issue, he added. No mechan¬ 
ical vehicles are allowed on 
the reserve and the group 
has received support from 
the police to stop people ig¬ 
noring the rules. 

Councillor Linnecor said: 
“If a rider has an accident 
it would be very difficult for 
emergency services to get to 
them and if an elderly per¬ 
son is walking, a quad bike 
rider might not see them 
until the last minute.” 

West Midlands Police will 
be taking action against 
anyone who rides horses or 
vehicles in the area. 

Anyone who spots a quad 
bike or horse on the reserve 
is urged to call the park 
ranger service on 0121 552 
4214.

Homes plan backed for landmark 



The Red House in Great Barr which councillors have agreed, in principle, will become homes 


A LANDMARK Victorian building that has been the tar¬ 
get of thieves and vandals will be sold off and transformed 
into homes. Bosses at Sandwell Council have ‘agreed in 
principle’ to the sale of the Red House in Great Barr to an 
unnamed buyer. 

Proposals have already been submitted by the council to 
put the 19th century home off Hill Lane aside for residen¬ 
tial use. The building, owned by Sandwell Council, has re¬ 
peatedly been vandalised and had lead stolen from its roof. 

Four years ago volunteers raised more than £200,000 to 
have windows replaced to stop more damage taking place, 


but it has continued to fall into disrepair.” Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s deputy leader Councillor Mahboob Hussain said: “We 
have agreed in principle to the sale subject to certain terms 
and conditions being satisfied. At the present time it is pro¬ 
posed there will be a residential development at the site.” 

Red House was built in 1841 for Robert Scott, a Liberal 
MP for Walsall and and stood in his 27-acre estate. 

The Grade II-listed mansion house has been at the centre 
of a long-running dispute about its future dating back more 
than a decade and has been subject to a number of propos¬ 
als that never materialised, including plans for a mosque. 


Fluoride 50th celebrated 


IT was a room full of 
smiles as parts of the 
West Midlands celebrat¬ 
ed half a century of wa¬ 
ter fluoridation. 

A pioneering move by 
Birmingham City Council 
50 years ago transformed 
dental health in and around 
the city, dramatically reduc¬ 
ing the levels of tooth decay 
among children. 


And delegates at a conference 
to mark 50 years of water fluori¬ 
dation heard how the benefits of 
the decision taken in 1964 are 
still being felt throughout the 
area. 

City council leader Sir Albert 
Bore, said: “The introduction of 
water fluoridation in Birming¬ 
ham helped transform children’s 
dental health. Of all the major 
cities in Britain, Birmingham 
led the way.” 

Recent surveys of children’s 


oral health across English local 
authorities have found that 
five-year-olds in fluoridated Bir¬ 
mingham have, on average, 34 
per cent fewer teeth affected by 
decay than those in non-fluori- 
dated areas. 

It also found children aged up 
to 19 in the mainly non-fluor- 
idated North West of England 
are also reported to be several 
times more likely to have de¬ 
cayed teeth extracted under a 
general anaesthetic in hospital.

Finishing touches to 
£748k centre revamp 



FINISHING touches are being 
put to a £780,000 revamp of a 
much-loved community cen¬ 
tre in Sandwell. 

These are the first images in¬ 
side the recently refurbished 
Brasshouse Community Centre in 
Smethwick, which has undergone 
a huge transformation thanks to 
lottery funding. 

A new entrance way made of spe¬ 
cially designed art bricks welcomes 
visitors to the centre before leading 
into a new reception area with a cafe 
and social space. 

Plans for a revamp of the centre, 
originally built in the 1970s, had been 
on North Smethwick Development 
Trust’s drawing board since it took 
the building over in 2007, but it was 
only following a half-a-million pound 
investment from the National Lottery 
that work could finally begin earlier 
this year. 

Sue Howarth, chief executive for the 
charity, said: “It has gone much bet¬ 
ter than we ever dreamed it would do. 
When I saw the plans I never thought 
it would end up looking like this. We 
are really pleased for the community. ” 

She added that the response from 
people who had early access to the 
building had so far been really good 
and that many were surprised that 
the whole building had not been re¬ 
built. Last year the trust signed a 99- 
year lease with Sandwell Council on 
the site. 

The handing over of the centre was 
the first time that the council had 
handed over an asset to a community 
group and it was part of a pilot to put 
the running of services in the hand of 
those nearest to the communities. 

The investment in the centre also 
included a new roof made using tradi¬ 
tional techniques by skilled carpenters 
and roofers and a community garden 
constructed with the help of waste 


company Veolia. Work has also been 
carried out on the original hall, which 
has been refurbished and extended. 
The completion of the work will allow 
the charity to provide a wider range 
of services and activities aimed at im¬ 
proving the life chances of families, 
adults and children living in the area. 

Chiv Mattoo, a capital adviser with 
the lottery, said: “It’s a fantastic build¬ 


ing and it replaces a building that was 
fairly dated and a bit of an eyesore. 

“Compared to the original building 
this is much better and it’s something 
the community can be very proud of. 

“It will have a big impact on the 
lives of local residents.” 

He added that this was the reason 
that the lottery fund existed, to help 
communities improve.

How village was left devastated 
after outbreak of First World War 


IN 1914, Griffiths Green in Claver- 
ley consisted of nine houses. Six 
of the households in that one 
small road had young men who 
were called up to serve in the 
First World War. 

Three of those young men would 
never return. 

While the First World War had a terrible 
impact on most of Britain, in small, close- 
knit communities such as Claverley, the 
pain was felt more than most. 

The church was suddenly bereft of bell 
ringers and choristers. Claverley Swifts 
football team found itself without players. 
And when the young men finally did return 
in 1918, they came back to a community 
which would never be quite the same again. 

“In 1914, the village of Claverley had a 
population of around 1,600,” says Derek 
Moorhouse, a researcher with the Claverley 
Memories Local History Society. 

“More than 200 of them were enlisted to 
serve with the forces, and a third of them 
were killed or injured.” 

The role Claverley played in the war was

commemorated in an exhibition organised 
by the history society. And it is hard not to 
be moved by some of the stories. 

Take for example, Mary Bolland, a 
widow who lost two sons during the con¬ 
flict. “Frederick Bolland had been living in 
Canada when he heard the war had started, 
and he returned home to enlist with the 
Shropshire Yeomanry,” says Mr Moor¬ 
house, who is his great nephew. 

“He went to Egypt where he contracted 
a fever, and he died in Alexandria in 1916, 
aged 24.” The following January, Trooper 
Bolland’s younger brother Richard was also 
called up , and enlisted with the 4th Battal¬ 
ion King’s Shropshire Light Infantry. 

He later transferred to the 9th Battalion 
Royal Welch Fusiliers and served at Poly¬ 
gon Wood in the Third Battle of Ypres in 
October 1917. He was sent back to Eng¬ 
land after suffering gunshot wounds, but 
returned to the Ypres Salient after treat¬ 
ment. When his regiment was called to take 


part in the Third Battle of Aisne during the 
German Spring Offensive of 1918, he re¬ 
ceived fatal wounds. 

A telegram sent to his mother on June 
11, 1918 - by this time she had moved to 
Victoria Road, Wolverhampton - was blunt 
and to the point: “Your son, Private R Bol¬ 
lard, Royal Welch Fusiliers, is dangerously 
ill. Regret permission to visit cannot be 
granted.” A fortnight later he was dead. 

Like many of the young men who grew up 
in Claverley at that time, the Bolland broth¬ 
ers both worked as farm labourers. 

Mr Moorhouse, aged 74, says: “Farm la¬ 
bourers made very good soldiers.” 

Another who volunteered was Charles 
Lloyd, a 14-year-old who lied about his age 
so he could sign up with the 1 Battalion 
Kings Shropshire Light Infantry. 

It seems he might not have found mil¬ 
itary life all he was hoping for; while sta¬ 
tioned in Northern Ireland he was jailed for 
14 days after breaking out of his barracks. 

In September, 1914, he left for France, 
days before taking part in the First Battle 
of Aisnee. He also fought in the Battle of 
Armentieres, where he received shrapnel 
wounds to his head, but he was discharged 


after hospital treatment. In February 1915 
he contracted trenchfoot - or possibly frost¬ 
bite - and was treated in a hospital. In June 
he was dischargedafter it was discovered 
he was not as old as he claimed. His story 
came as a big surprise to one visitor to the 
exhibition, his nephew Allen Abbott. 

The 66-year-old retired electrician, of 
Goodyear Avenue, Low Hill, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, was not only unaware of his uncle’s 
exploits, he was not even aware that he ex¬ 
isted. His grandfather married Pte Lloyds’s 
widowed mother Harriet, who lived on a 
farm at Rudge Heath, and their son Wil¬ 
liam Dennis - Allen Abbot’s father - was 
Charles Lloyd’s step-brother. 

Another village hero was Alec Boucher, a 
schoolteacher in Halesowen. He was one of 
four brothers who served. Cyril and Den¬ 
nis were both badly injured in action. 

The lieutentant in the 11 Battalion Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment was awarded the 
Military Cross in November, 1915, after 
recovering a wounded comrade from no¬ 
man’s land while wounded himself. 

He was killed in action on November 18, 
1916 at the end of the Battle of Ancre - the 
last phase of the Battle of the Somme.

Views on junction 
to be made public 

THE results of a public consultation on plans to improve 
on of the Black Country’s busiest junctions will be re¬ 
leased next month. 

Bosses at Sandwell Council held the consultation on 
four traffic management options for the Birchley Island 
in Oldbury. 

The junction is notorious for rush hour queues and is 
used by about 92,000 drivers a day. 

More than 1,100 people responded to the consultation, 
including 350 people on social media. 

The plans include widening the M5 link, creating a 
two-way ‘hamburger island’, an island that has a road 
go through it, and creating a traffic junction similar to 
that at Burnt Tree. 

Officers will submit a report to councillors for a deci¬ 
sion by August 26. 

The scheme depends on funding from the Black Coun¬ 
try Local Enterprise Partnership and the Government. 

Once a decision has been made, a business case will be 
made for funding. 

It is hoped work will start in March 2016. 


Cooper hits 
out at vote 
move for 
new chief 


SHADOW Home Secretary Yvette Cooper 
has criticised the ‘deeply disrespectful’ de¬ 
cision to call a Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner by-election before Bob Jones’ funeral 
arrangements had even been made. 

The Labour shadow minister was in Birmingham 
to launch her party’s campaign for the role of Police 
and Crime Commissioner, for which David Jamie¬ 


son is their candidate. 

The by-election, being 
held on August 21, was 
sparked by the death of 
West Midlands commis¬ 
sioner Mr Jones at the be¬ 
ginning of this month. 

By law, for the by-elec¬ 
tion race to be started two 
people had to make formal 
requests, which happened 
just four days after Mr 
Jones died in his sleep aged 
59 on July 1. One of those 
was Mike Rumble, who con¬ 
tested the 2012 election as 
an independent, but joined 
UKIP after placing last. 

And Ms Cooper decried 
that decision last week, at 
Erdington’s St Barnabus 
Church Hall Centre. She 
said: “It was deeply wrong 
and deeply disrespectful to 
call the election before Bob’s 
funeral, at a time when peo¬ 
ple just wanted to mourn 
him.” 

She added that the law 
means the election will now 
be held in the middle of the 
summer, when many are 
away on holiday and when 
usual polling stations will 
be closed.

Other candidates for 
the election on August 21 
include Les Jones for the 
Conservatives, Ayoub Khan 
from the Liberal Democrats, 
and UKIP’s Keith Rowe. 


Fewer fraud cases 
in the Midlands 

FRAUD activity in the Midlands has seen the largest per¬ 
centage fall across any of the UK regions according to re¬ 
search by auditors KPMG. 

The number of cases fell by 33 per cent, from 24 to 16, 
between the first six months of 2013 and the same period 
this year. Aggregate value of fraud cases also tumbled, fall¬ 
ing by 86 per cent to £20.7 million from £148.5m last year. 

The number of low value frauds, up to £lm, remained 
static, but mid-value crimes, £lm to £10m, fell by 80 per 
cent. 

The research indicates that the local government has 
been more successful in detecting fraud activity with the 
fall in both volume and total value of fraud suffered by 
these bodies driving the significant decrease in fraud across 
the region.

She is also currently responsible for 
paediatric diabetes, children with con¬ 
tinuing healthcare needs and children 
attending a Sandwell Special School. 

Cynthia said: “It’s great to see how 
my team have grown over the years; 
working in the community is very 
complex and you are never bored. 
There is a new challenge every day.” 

Cynthia’s day normally includes 
discussing with her team how best to 
manage her caseload, looking to see 
if or how they can do things better or 
differently. 

She makes herself available to her 
team for advice and support. She also 


liaises with her staff that are based in 
an educational setting and takes calls 
from parents and carers. 

Her next challenge is to success¬ 
fully extend the service provided by 
the community children nurses to run 
from 8am to 8pm to enable more chil¬ 
dren to be discharged early from hospi¬ 
tal with the appropriate support. 

Away from work, Cynthia dedicates 
time to the charity she supports, the 
Nurses Association of Jamaica UK. 

She said: “I have been a member of 
the Birmingham Branch since 1987.

“We aim to support worthy causes 
at home and abroad.

Chiefs get 
land which 
was scene 
of rescue 


COUNCIL chiefs have won a High Court bat¬ 
tle to take over a derelict site where a man 
was rescued after becoming trapped when 
land collapsed around him. 

Sandwell Council has taken possession of the land, 
in Barclay Road, Bearwood following a compulsory 
purchase order being agreed. 


The owner of the site had 
earlier appealed the order 
leading to the case going be¬ 
fore the High Court, which 
backed the council’s deci¬ 
sion. Officials said they are 
pleased to have won their 
case and will now be work¬ 
ing towards bringing the 
site, which is between two 
houses, back into use. They 
are also seeking compensa¬ 
tion from the site owner. 

Residents have long com¬ 
plained about the condition 
of the site and asked for ac¬ 
tion to be taken. 

Sandwell Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for jobs and 
economy Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “I am pleased 
the High Court backed our 
decision to compulsorily 
purchase the site. 

“We have taken posses¬ 
sion and we will act quickly 
to look at the best way to 
bring it back into use. We

will be talking to the former 
owner of the site about com¬ 
pensation.” 

A number of residents 
had written to the court 
supporting the compulsory 
purchase order decision. 

A worker in his 20s had 
to be rescued by emergency 
services in February when 
land at the site collapsed. 
Ambulance crews, who 
could see only the head of 
the worker, scraped away 
earth to help free him 

Firefighters then used 
specialist stretcher equip¬ 
ment and a hoist to finally 
release the man from the 
hole. The previous owners 
of the site - Harnek Samra 
and Karnail Singh - have 
previously refused to com¬ 
ment on the situation at the 
site.

Transit is 
putting on 
the style

When it comes to vans, one size most cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t fit all. 

Van users have hugely diverse needs and the frag¬ 
mentation of the van market into different size classes 
has provided manufacturers with the opportunity to 
really tailor vans to specific purposes. 

Take the Ford Transit Courier (pictured). You used to know 
where you were with a Ford Transit. It was a big, blocky 
thing and it had all the sophistication of a stag weekend in 
Magaluf. Buyers loved it though. It was rugged, inexpensive 
and did the job. Now the Ford Transit is a brand that encom¬ 
passes a number of different models. 

It’s a lucrative strategy too, with the upswing in com¬ 
mercial vehicles sales post-recession. Ford expects Transit 
range sales to grow to 400,000 units per year by 2016, well 
over 50 per cent more than its 2012 figure and key to that 
will be the smallest member of the Transit retinue, the Transit 
Courier. 

Although you don’t get any choice when it comes to body 
styles, you’ll need to come to a decision about the oily bits 
under the bonnet. The Courier is available with highly-effi- 
cient diesel and petrol engines that target best-in-class fuel 
economy and offer Auto-Start-Stop on all units. Customers 
can choose between the Dagenham-built 1.5-litre 75PS and 
1.6-litre 95PS Duratorq TDCi diesel engines, plus the tiny 
1.0-litre 100PS EcoBoost petrol engine, the ‘International 
Engine of the Year’ 2012. 

City vans need to do that seemingly impossible thing of 
being big on the inside but as small as is practicable out¬ 
side, which is one reason why they all look much of a much¬ 
ness, namely a cube and a bonnet with the marque’s family 
face grafted on the front. 

Flared 

The Transit Courier doesn’t deviate too far from this tem¬ 
plate although the steeply raked windscreen does give it 
more of a one-box look. Couple that with the typically hefty 
Ford front grille and some subtly flared wheel arches and it 
looks handsome. You could see a few of these being con¬ 
verted to neat-looking surf vans with the right wheels and 
paint. 

But the Courier isn’t just about looking good. It’s also 
about making the working environment easy and hassle 
free. Get inside and you’ll find well-sculpted front seats and 
a dashboard that wouldn’t look out of place in a family car, 
nice use of metallic finishes, wheel-mounted audio controls 
and a centre console that’s pretty close to what you’d get 
if you’d bought a new Fiesta. That’s no real surprise as the 
Transit Courier rides on Ford’s global B-segment chassis 
which underpins cars like the B-MAX, EcoSport and the Fi¬ 
esta.

Practicality highlights include the longest-in-class load 
length at floor level of 1.62 metres, the best in class access 
width through sliding rear side doors, a full-height, full-width 
steel bulkhead (glazed or unglazed) and full compliancy 
with DIN and ISO standards for load restraints. 

With a generous load volume and maximum payload 
capacity of 660kg, the Transit Courier can accommodate a 
wide variety of cargo and equipment. 

Attractive styling, great engines and a whole lot of con¬ 
sideration poured into making a small van work like a big 
‘un has resulted in what looks certain to be a sales winner.

Venga just 
one of Kia’s 
models to 
up its game

Kia’s good-looking and roomy supermini 
MPV isn’t quite there yet in terms of cabin 
quality but it isn’t far off. Aspects of the in¬ 
terior feel really classy and the folding rear 
seats work well. 

The 1.4-litre CRDi diesel isn’t the Venga’s best 
unit but it delivers 63mpg economy with the aid of a 
standard stop/start system. 

As car buyers we like our preconceptions. Without them 
how could we possibly make sense of the monumental 
range of choice we’re faced with? 

There are just too many cars out there and it’s really useful 
if we can dismiss some of them out of hand based on what 
we think we know about the companies that make them. 
Now get ready for the bad news, if you don’t occasionally re¬ 
vise these prejudices towards certain makes or models, you 
might end up missing out in a big way. For example and like 
it or not, anybody looking for a small family car with a diesel 
engine should at least consider the Kia Venga 1.4 CRDi. 

If you’re thinking that Kia makes basic, cheap cars that fall 
below the quality standards set but the big name brands, 
you’ve just proven the point about revising those precon¬ 
ceptions from time to time. Much to the consternation of 
Ford, Vauxhall, Volkswagen, Renault and the other compa¬ 
nies that UK car buyers gravitate towards by default, Kia has 
been on the up. 

We’ve seen a concerted effort by the Korean firm to up its 
game and compete on an equal footing with the big players. 

The Venga is a supermini MPV and prime evidence of the 
progress that has been made. It’s built in Europe to Europe¬ 
an quality standards and designed to European tastes for 
sale on the European market. As Europeans and with Kia 
having gone to all this trouble, we really should give it a 
chance. 

It’s the diesel Venga we’re concerned with here, a model 
that will be crucial to the car’s success in its intended Euro¬ 
pean heartland. The engine is a 1.4-litre CRDi common-rail 
injection unit with 89bhp at 4,000rpm and 163Nm of torque 
between 1,750 and 2,750rpm. 

Acceleration from 0-62mph takes 14seconds which is far 
from lively but the engine gives up its power in a smooth 
manner with good flexibility. It’s not the most refined unit, 
filling the cabin with booming sound when pushed hard and 
coming over a little coarse on part throttle. 

The actual handling of the Venga is worthy of praise with 
the well-weighted steering provoking crisp responses. 

Roundabouts 

Don’t expect anything too dynamic because this is a taller 
vehicle than a conventional supermini and its height is felt 
in corners through a bit of body roll. The chunky steering 
wheel feels good in the hands and the upright driving posi¬ 
tion affords good visibility, although the A-pillars do obstruct 
your view on roundabouts. The ride is comfortable, the sus¬ 
pension taking bumps in its stride, and the Venga generally 
feels very at home in the urban streets where most owners 
will use it. 

The cabin is what it’s all about here and the Venga is cer¬ 
tainly roomy with plenty of legroom and a boot of 440-litres. 
Kia has put particular thought into how owners will accom¬ 
modate their luggage and the boot area can be extended to 
570 litres by sliding the rear seat forward or through the two- 
tier boot floor, even before you get involved in folding the 
rear seats down. When you are forced to employ Kia’s Fold 
& Dive seating system, which operates with a reassuring so¬ 
lidity, the 60:40 split rear seats drop to create a flat load floor 
with a 1,552mm load length and a 1,253 litre capacity. 

Kia’s quest to enhance the quality of its products has 
been a successful one and the parts of the Venga that you 
look at and touch most regularly appear to be a match for 
the sector’s finest. 

The design is uncomplicated and there are nice details 
like the tactile metallic bezels on the main dials and the crisp 
illumination of the instruments. 

Before it began clambering up market, Kia was known 
for low prices and lots of equipment. You still get a fair bit of 
kit for your money in the Venga but the prices reflect Kia’s 
desire for parity with mainstream rivals. The trim levels are 
handily dubbed 1, 2 and 3. The entry-level one featuring 
basics like electric windows, a CD stereo, the Fold & Dive 
seating system and a centre armrest. The car comes in a 
single five-door bodystyle with six-speed gearboxes for the 
diesel models featured here. 

The diesel Vengas come with the EcoDynamics badge 
on their tailgates which refers to the presence of Kia’s Eco¬ 
Dynamics fuel saving technology. The highlight of this is the 
ISG stop-start system which turns off the engine when the 
car is stationary and restarts it automatically when it’s time 
to move off. The Venga also has gear-shift indicator lights 
and low rolling resistance tyres on versions with 15” or 16” 
wheels. The 1.4 CRDi diesel returns close to 63mpg on the 
combined cycle with emissions of 117g/km. This doesn’t 
make it the cleanest car in the sector but it comes close. 
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You can get 
a slice of the 
action with 
new Leon FR

You can’t have your cake and eat it, so the 
old saying goes: but like so many things in 
the motoring world technology has changed 
all that. 

You can have a car that is both fast and frugal, and 
one of the best examples currently on the market is 
SEAT’S Leon FR, the diesel-fuelled equivalent of the 
mighty Cupra. 

In three-door coupe body style only, it’s sleek, stylish and 
better equipped than many more expensive ‘premium’ sa¬ 
loons: it’s also capable of tackling the 0 to 62mph in 7.4 
seconds and yet it is also capable of averaging more than 
62mpg with low C02 emissions of 119g/km. 

That’s with the DSG automated transmission: the six- 
speed manual isn’t any quicker but fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions are a bit lower still. 

But it isn’t only quick in the sprint: with 380NM of torque 
(more than a Porsche Cayman) from as low as 1,750rpm 
it pulls strongly from the word go, unleashing convincing 
in-gear acceleration for rapid exits to corners and effective 
overtaking. 

There are rivals - the flagships of the diesel-powered Golf 
GTis and Audi A3s which are, of course, from the same sta¬ 
ble, with the same engine. There’s also the BMW 1 Series 
M Sport, but you’d have to pay between £2,200 and £5,000 
more for one of these different badges. 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder but the FR is arguably 
the real head-turner or the bunch, with its sculptured body 
work and LED headlights and taillights. 

Unlike many hot hatchbacks of the past, the Leon is one 
of the most complete cars around, and one that will bring a 
smile to your face and, with room for five in comfort, it’s also 
perfect for transporting the family. Like all new generation 
Leons, there’s more head and legroom and boot space is 
up by around ten per cent, to 390 litres with five on board. 

The FR has sports suspension and the car is lowered by 
some 15mm, with steering that is light yet positive which 
makes tackling twisty roads a pleasure. 

The top FRs (there’s also a 150Ps version) also get a mul¬ 
ti-link suspension system, designed to ensure maximum 
contact between tyre and road. And like all new-generation 
Leons, it’s considerably lighter and has a wider track than its 
predecessor to improve handling. 

Smooth 

The sharp handling doesn’t come at the expense of a 
typically harsh sporting car ride: in fact it is notably smooth 
and quiet. It has a combination of real-world performance, 
passenger comfort and refinement which would make it a 
serious competitor in the grand tourer class. 

At the car’s heart is a two-litre, turbocharged diesel (the 
same used in the Golf and Audi) with 184ps of power, or 
181bhp in old money, which for SEAT is reserved solely for 
FR models. 

The test car was fitted with the group’s DSG dual clutch, 
six-speed transmission which is renowned for its smooth 
and responsive operation. 

Naturally there are paddles behind the steering wheel for 
rapid manual changes. I find the DSG’s electronic controls 
are intelligent enough for almost any conditions, but the 
ability to easily down shift for fine control on a steep incline, 
for example, is sometimes welcome. 

Inside, the centre of the dash is dominated by the colour 
touch screen control for, among other things, the premium 
sound system and satnav. Most stereo, trip and telephone 
controls are duplicated on the steering wheel. 

The touch screen also controls, simply and intuitively, fea¬ 
tures such as the comprehensive trip computer and SEAT’S 
driver profile system: two quick dabs of the index finger and 
you can rapidly set the car up in normal, eco or sport mode, 
or indeed to your individual preferences. 

Usefully, though, you can bimble along in eco mode and 
do your bit for the environment but, should an overtaking 
opportunity present itself, a nudge of the gear selector takes 
you straight into sport mode, dropping a gear or two and 
unleashing all that power and torque. 

Driver profile alters throttle response, steering feel and, in 
DSG versions, gearbox response, to suit the circumstances: 
for example in sport mode holding the lower gear to higher 
rpm. 

In ‘normal’ mode, the throttle is less sharp, the steering 
feels lighter and the DSG will change gear hold the higher 
gears for longer, for better economy and smooth progress 
around town. 

Eco mode takes that profile a little further and even alters 
the climate control and engine stop/start systems to maxim¬ 
ise fuel savings. 

It’s part of a raft of technology fitted to the FR, much of 
it designed to make the car even safer. Apart from the now 
usual ABS and stability controls, there is a limited slip dif¬ 
ferential for improved cornering performance plus hill start 
cissist

“How many times I’ll do 
it I don’t know yet, but it’s 
certainly an option that I 
want and I think if we can 
get in all the players that we 
want, then it will be an op¬ 
tion we will have. 

“We’ve seen the World 
Cup and the Premier league 
last season, where a number 
of teams have used three at 
the back on different occa¬ 
sions, and I think it’s impor¬ 
tant to be able to have the 
flexibility to do it.” 

Gamboa’s arrival will in¬ 
crease the chances of a 3-5-2 
system and Albion insist the 
24-year-old is still on course 
to be confirmed as a Baggies

player despite a frustrating 
delay over his work permit. 

The Rosenborg defender 
passed a medical last week 
and agreed personal terms 
but a hold-up with paper¬ 
work has prevented the Bag¬ 
gies confirming his signing 
so far, although they do not 
envisage any problems once 
this is cleared up. 

Irvine has used a range of 
formations so far in three 
pre-season games so far and 
is planning a ‘horses for 
courses’ approach. 

“You’ve got to have play¬ 
ers who understand differ¬ 
ent systems and different 
styles of play,” he added. 

Meanwhile, record £10m 
Albion signing Brown Ideye 
hopes to finalise his work 
visa this week.
